As our nation readies this 
summer to commemorate the 
70th anniversary of the end 
of World War II, it is worth 
remembering one key battle 
in particular that helped to 
make this victory possible: 
D-Day, which occurred on 
June 6, 1944. 

Given the advances in 
technology and the current 
superiority of our country’s 
military, it is difficult for 
many of us to fully com¬ 
prehend what occurred, and 
what was at risk, in that 24- 
hour period and the days that 
followed. For a dwindling 
number of heroes, however, 
including several locally, this 
time remains one they can 
never forget. 

Overall, more than 
160,000 Americans and 
other allies took part as they 
stormed 50 miles of France’s 
coastline. Imagine 5,000 
ships and 13,000 aircraft 
between here and Bourbon 
County, and you can better 
understand just how large 
this armada was. 

General Dwight D. 


Eisenhower said there was 
only one mission: “We will 
accept nothing less than full 
victory,” and that is exactly 
what they secured. 

The cost, however, was 
steep. More than 9,000 Al¬ 
lied troops died or were 
wounded, but they gave 
our forces the foothold they 
needed to complete the job 
and win the war in Europe.

The story of Adam and Eve is difficult to understand. 
Why was eating from the tree of knowledge of good and 
evil prohibited? The knowledge of good and evil is the 
root of having a conscience, and having a conscience is 
invariably praised as a good thing. The account in Genesis 
links eating from the tree of knowledge with death: ’’You 
are free to eat from any tree in the garden; but you must 
not eat from the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
for when you eat from it you will certainly die.” (Genesis 
2:16-17) Why was it necessary for them to die if they ate 
from this tree? These are perhaps unanswerable questions, 
and while it certainly is cause for wonder why knowledge 
of good and evil is linked to our mortality, perhaps a 
simpler way to look at this story is to remember that it 
is part of the creation story, and God is making the rules 
as he makes the world.

“Dressing for 
the Festivities” 

Several residents of the 
county are dressing to the 
time period of that day in 
June 1915 when the Brack¬ 
en County Courthouse was 
dedicated.

Men were wearing simi¬ 
lar clothing to those of to¬ 
day: single breasted coats, 
suits fitted at waist, narrow 
legged trousers, high-white 
collared shirts with medium 
width ties, pointed toe shoes 
with or without spats, and 
summer hats of beige or light 
yellow. 

Women’s fashion was 
starting a drastic change in 
1915, but it wasn’t the “Roar¬ 
ing 20s” clothing yet: point¬ 
ed shoes with a short heel, 
hose, ankle length dresses, 
necklines with daring Vs 
or U shapes, fitted waists, 
flounced skirts with layers, 
ruffles at the neckline or off 
the shoulder, narrow arms 
of full length, plumed hats 
or those with scarves hang¬ 
ing from the back, bands of 
opposing color at waists and 
bottom of sleeves or skirts, 
and bathing suits of “prison 
stripes” pattern with panta¬ 
loons showing.

Don’t be taken in by 
something that 
sounds too good 
to be true 

Parents of college-bound 
students often hear from 
companies that promise to 
help them find financial aid 
to pay for college. But fami¬ 
lies don’t have to pay for this 
kind of information, accord¬ 
ing to the Kentucky Higher 
Education Assistance Au¬ 
thority (KHEAA). 

That information can 
be obtained free by work¬ 
ing with a school counselor, 
checking out sources in the 
library, doing free online 
scholarship searches or con¬ 
tacting the financial aid of¬ 
fice of the college the student 
plans to attend. 

If you decide to use a 
company to help you find fi¬ 
nancial aid, make sure you’re 
dealing with a reputable one. 
The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion cautions students to be 
especially skeptical about 
scholarship search compa¬ 
nies and websites that make 
these claims: 

• “You’ve been selected 
by a national foundation to 
receive a scholarship.” Check 
with a school counselor to 
find out if the foundation 
is legitimate. Be especially 
wary if you’re notified that 
you’re a finalist in a scholar¬ 
ship contest you didn’t enter. 

• “We’ll do all the work.” 
It’s highly unlikely that the 
company will fill out all the 
applications for all the finan¬ 
cial aid sources it sends you. 

• “I just need your credit 
card or bank account num¬ 
ber to hold this scholarship.” 
Never give these numbers to 
a person or company you’re 
not sure about. 

• “You’re guaranteed to 
get money for college or your 
money back.” Read the fine 
print. If it sounds too good to 
be true, it probably is. 

KHEAA is the state 
agency that administers the 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarship (KEES), 
need-based grants and other 
programs to help students 
pay their higher education 
expenses.

more readily available to the 
animals. The recommended 
rate of consumption is 3 oz/ 
head/day. It is recommended 
to feed this mineral until the 
end of Dec. at which time we 
will switch over to a High 
Magnesium Mineral. In addi¬ 
tion to the regular mineral, you 
can also order mineral formu¬ 
lated with IGR Larvacide to 
control flies for an additional 
cost. For price information, 
call our office. If you wish 
to place an order, calculate 
the total number of pounds for 
180 days, and call the office 
with your order. The minerals 
will be ordered through Ken¬ 
tucky Nutrition Service. The 
order must be picked up at the 
extension office and paid for 
at that time. The deadline to 
place your order is June 11 th .

Treasure trove ... it all started 
in the attic; Best of best - 
Emma Talley 

Remember a cloudy June 
day at Grandma’s house? Soft 
rain that caused puddles, not 
streams. Time on the front porch 
with enough quiet so we could 
hear a woodpecker at work? A 
moment to lift a person to remi¬ 
nisce, let imagination sparkle, 
and a thought climb to summit 
of a cluttered priority list. 

All serving to make room 
for: “what can I do right now?” 
kind of moments. 

Rainy days can blend nos¬ 
talgia and imagination with en¬ 
ergy to take to the stairway up 
top to the seldom opened small 
door, the attic. Treasure hunt 
time. 

It happened to 54-year-old 
Karl Kissner in Defiance Ohio 
a few summers ago and life has 
never been the same since for 
attic adventurers and baseball 
card collectors. 

Maybe you remember the 
story from the Toledo Blade 
newspaper, dateline: Defiance, 
Ohio, 2012. Baseball cards 
found from 1910 in pristine 
condition. 

“... (it) all started out as 
a walk down memory lane,” 
Kissner told a reporter. 

Alongside cousin Karla 
Hench, he went rummaging in 
the attic of a home owned by an 
aunt recently deceased. It had 
belonged to their grandfather 
Carl Hench who died in 1910. 

Like most pack rat Ameri¬ 
cans (see storage unit industry), 
the Hench family accumulated 
stuff. Predicated mostly on the 
familiar: “gee, I might need 
that one of these days” items. 
And so, crates and boxes and 
bundles filled and pushed into 
crooks and crannies, eventually 
up to the attic. Forgotten. 

At this point, put your 
imagination into the fun of it... 

Transport yourself into 
Kissner’s shoes and the attic 
of an 1800s-built home, a veri¬ 
table family museum. Under 
a single light bulb, amid the 


dust covered typicals - Christ¬ 
mas decorations, an old dresser 
with (cracked) mirror, a trunk 
(grandma’s quilts?), toys and 
porcelain dolls, wooden boxes, 
a ladder-back chair or two, a 
floor lamp. 

One’s curiosity on high alert 
by now, you’re hoping to find a 
bundle of letters (spicy maybe) 
done in elegant penmanship ... 
a turn-of-the century newspaper 
or post-Civil War magazine. Or, 
treasure of treasures: A family 
album hiding those remarkable 
for their pixel clarity black-and- 
white photographs. 

This is a point at which 
Kissner and his cousin Karla 
Hench elevated attic trolling 
and discovery up to level: “Can 
you believe this?” 

They would make a discov¬ 
ery Karl would characterize lat¬ 
er as “... like finding the Mona 
Lisa in the attic.” 

Moving aside a wooden doll 
house, he found a soot-covered 
cardboard box. With Karla look¬ 
ing on, he raised the lid, looked 
inside and discovered baseball 
cards bundled in string taken 
from Grandpa Hench’s butcher 
shop. More than 700 of them. 
Smaller than cards we collected 
and bound in rubber bands with 
such care in the 1950s. 

Suddenly Kissner was 
looking at faces of Christy 
Mathewson and Connie Mack, 
Ty Cobb, Cy Young and Honus 
Wagner, all in perfect condition. 
Eventually 37 of them would be 
auctioned for more than half a 
million dollars. 

The cards had come to 
Hench’s butcher shop as give¬ 
away samples by tobacco prod¬ 
uct salesmen to promote turn- 
of-the-century items. Hench 
had so many, he shuffled them 
home and into the attic. 

Kissner set the box aside on 
a dresser and rummaged awhile 
longer, but later would take the 
box of cards to his office, then 
on to a safety deposit box at a 
Defiance bank. 

By late 2012, the treasure 
trove, unseen for more than a 
century, would be on display at
